RUSSIAS GREAT ADVANTAGE. 

The drift of the negotiations between Rus- 
sia and England makes it more and more ap- 
parent that the latter 1s not eager for war, for 
the reason that she could not make a war in’ 
the rugged and inhospitable regions of Af-' 
ghanistan successful. A fair. illustration of 


an attempt to defend Afghanistan against 
Russia may be had if we imagine that Italy 


Germany.’ To do this she Wwotld have to 
cross her almost insurmountable Alpine bar- 
rier, and, having effected this, she would 
then emerge into the wildest and most rugged 
part of the Swiss territory, while the Ger- 
mans on their side would have the immense 
advantage of traversing an easy country with 
few or no obstacles in their way. 

In Afghanistan the situation is similar, 
nay, even myre hopeless so far ag defense is 
eoncerned. - India is separated from Afghan- 
istan by ackain ot mountains—the Hindoo- 
Koosh—tunning north and south for 500 
niles and as difficult of passage 4s the Sierra 
Nevadas or the Alps themselves. Having 
crossed them she emerges into a country 
traversed with mountain ranges in the path 
of her march, thfee or tour of which she must 
cross before she can get to Herat, and mean- 
while from her nearest points of approach 
she is 500 miles away. ‘There are no roads 
through the country on which aftillery can 
be easily hauled; there is no railroad trans- 
portation ; there is but little subsistence. The 
English atmy would toll along slowly 
and painfully, clogged with impedimenta of 
every description, and compelled to take with 
them moré mules and camels than they 
have men, and when they atrived 
at Herat they would find the Russians 
in full possession, strongly fortified, their 
communications free ahd open, and in the 
midst of a people who are moré friendly to 
them than they are to England same 
people who m the last Afghan ‘war fought 
the English and made such hayo¢e amongst 
them.

The Bohemian-Club Exhibition— 
Notes from the Galleries—At the Art 
Institute, 

The third annual exhibition of the Bohemian 
Club began Wednesday evening with a recep- 
tion at the Art Institute. The gathering was a 
lakge and enthusiastic one. The catalog num- 
bers 109 works, of which there are eighty-four 
paintings, fifteen water-colors, and ten oil- 


sketches. There are, bowevér, @ number of. 


compositions which might have been withheld 
from public exhibition without detriment to 
the reputation of the club. One of the most 
interesting pictures in the collection is Marie 
Koupal Lusk’s “Romola and Her Fathey” 
taken from George Eliot’snovel. Seated in his 
study in his arm-chair is the white-bearded 
parent, and by bis side stands the girl 
perusing some manuscript on the desk.

WISE ADVICE TO YOUNG MEN. 

What are you shooting at—something or 
nothing? Are you wasting powder as well as 
time for naught, or are you aiming at a target 
witha will and purpose to hit it? See the 
marksman as with steady poise he holds the 
rifle, and with keen glance sights the centre of 
the target. That shot piercing the very cen- 
tre, is the result of skill acquired through iong 
and patient practice. He aimed straight for 
the mark with a purpose to hit it full and 
square. 

Rifle shots in business, aiming at something 
and hitting it, are the only effective work in 
this age of keen, close competition. 'Too many 
men scatter powdes and sbot in trade, with but 
little purpose. They want a wide mark tuo aim 
at, and if they can corner the entire business 
of a community or neighborhood, are seem ing- 
ly happy. Their motto is, for ali the grist to 
g0 to their mill and to take liberal toll. They 
aim at almost everything in the way of busi- 
ness, and would monopulize it if they could. 

They become merchant, manufacturer, 


| farmer, speculator, money lender, but usually 


are greater borrowers than lenders. They do 
nothing thoroughly and systematically, but 
gradually allow thvir affairs to go at loose ends 
until at last come failure and bankruptcy. 

Double-barreled shot-guns may do effective 
work in duck shooting, but this sort of scatter- 
ing fire in business has caused too many lame 
ducks in all the marts of trade. 

Successful business-men have a keen eye for 
the one pursuit in which they are engaged. 
The target isever before them and they aim 
straight at it. That mark is their chief object 
in life, and with strenuous effort they seek to

As long as he concentrated his aims 
on his business it prospered, but as soon as he 
attempted to cover too much ground his profits 
lessened. Outside speculations have proved

A man who dabbles in everything never 
amounts to much in business or professional 
pursuits. Inventors whose beads are full of 
all sorts of appliances and devices never make 
any headway. They give their time and mind 
up to trifles instead of incarnating some grand 
idea in solid, substantial form that would 
benefit the world. The lawyer or doctor who 
would become each by turns lowers the pro- 
fessional tone of ‘both, as well as lowers him- 
self in public opinion. 

In nature there is an appropriateness of 
means to the ead, and consequently perma- 


nence and stability. Business conducted under’ 


similar conditions is liable to less fluctuatons 
than when exposed to hapbazard control. Men 
must understand their business, cultivate it, 
attend to it, if they would bave it prosper and 

w. The means employed must be adequate 
to the end hoped for, otherwise there will be 
disappointment and failure. 

The great lesson to learn is application. Too 
much haste is attended with too much danger. 
A mere surface knowledge of business is like 
a thin veneer to furniture, it will not stand the 
rub and friction of active wear. A trained 
marksman does not shoot at random. That 
_giaace along the gun-barrel, although swift, is 
‘well measured and the aim is deliberate before 
the trigger is pulled. Long practice and steady 
application have given the necessary skill to 
drive the centre. 

The same rule holds good in business. Ex- 
perience and application are all important. 
Success is not through luck and chance, but 
through patient and systematic effort. The 
plodder reaps while the prodigal fails. It is 
the diligent hand that waxeth rich and strong. 

There is a sublime beroism in carving one’s 
own way through the world. Success gained 
through bonest endeavor is a matter for honest 
pride. Itis far more manly to boast of one’s 
own pedigree of moral worth and success than 
to boast of tne distinction of .a father’s name. 

True nobility of character is to aim’ to be 
somebody in the world and to get there honor- 
ably.
